"Yes, If I can go West and see ac- 


tive service," answered Wood. 


The examining officer smiled and as- 


sured Wood that he would sec plenty 
of active service, This proved to be no 
Idle talk. 


The summons came In June, 1885. 


Dr. Wood was ordered to report for 
duty to General Crook at Fort Hun- 
chuca, Ariz., In command of operations 
against 
the . Apache Indians under 


Geronlmo. Wood arrived at Fort Hun- 
chuca on the Fourth of July. Soldiers, 
cowboys, Indians and 
frontiersmen 


were celebrating the day with gunpow- 
der and red liquor. The "tenderfoot" 
wns assigned to the Fourth Cavalry, 
commanded by Captain Heury W. Law- 
ton, 
who became famous In the Span- 


ish-American War as a Xra'jor-Geneml. 
The latter looked at his visitor and 
said: 


"Whnt the hell are you doing out 


here?" 


"I want to get into the line as soon 


as possible." 


Lawton chuckled and slapped Wood, 


on the buck and said: 


"I'll see that you'll got Into the line." 


, Rode an "Outlaw." 


There was a column ol Indian fight- 


ers starling off the following morning, 
and Wood was ordered to go along. 
An old sergeant brought him a mount. 
"A. very special horse, sir," he remark- 
ed as he handed Wood the reins. The 
latter mounted and rode off. He soon 
found out that his "special horse" was 
In reality an "outlaw," half-broke and 
mean-tempered. 
Its gait was so vU 


clous that even the veteran, troopers j 
shunned It 
Wood rode the animal 


thirty-five mites that day and was not 
thrown. He was blistered, for the. sun 
was hot and the "outlaw" was rough, 
but Wood stayed with the troopers, 
and, 
in the language of the army, he 


"healed In the saddle." The campaign 
lasted for fourteen months, leading 
over thousands of miles of wilderness 
In New Mexico and Arizona; 
Wood 


was one ot the few .men. that went 
through the whole campaign.. Early In 
the pursuit, after a twenty-five mile 
march, he rode seventy-four miles by 
night, carrying dispatches through the 
Indian lines, and on the following day 
he rode thirty miles with his troops. 


When Geronlmo sent word to the 


Americans that he was ready to sur- 
render. Wood was one of the four offi- 
cers who went into the Apache camp. 
to negotiate. This was In old Mexico. 
The American officers accompanied the 
Indians for two weeks as they marched 
la a panillel column with the Ameri- 
can troops into United States territory 
for formal c-.ipitulatlon. At one time 
during the luurch the two columns lost 
contact, and Wood, with his brother 
officers, was left at the mercy of the 
Reds. 


Geronlmo, observing Wood's new 


Hotchkiss ride, risked to examine it; 
"I must confess I felt a Utjfe nervous." 
General Wood said in telling the story, 
"but I made no objections, and let him 
have the rifle and showed him how to 
use 1L" Geronimo fired at a mark nnd 
just missed one of his men. This he 
regarded as a huge Joke, rolling on the 
ground In high glee and saying: "Good 
gun. Good gun." The Indians tried 
no treachery and surrendered as they 
had promised to do. 


Twelve years later Wood was given 


the Congressional Medal of Honor, the 
nation's highest military reward, "for 
distinguished service In the campaign 
against the Apache Indians In 1SW 
while serving as medical and line offi- 
cer In Captain Lawton's expedition." 


Wood spent several years In the 


Southwest 
He was General Miles' 


chief assistant In surveying Arizona. 
He studied military science and flelrl 
maneuvers with such devotion that he 
was soon acknowledged to be a thor- 
oughly competent line officer. Nor did 
he neglect his surgii-al professioa. Gen- 
eral Wood Is not a vain msn. but he 
shows n good deal of pride today when 
he recalls that he succeeded In saving 
Genenl Mflps from having his leg am- 
putated nftpr Ms h"t>p had fallen with 
film, cru^hlns Ihe limb.

If the call comes in the day time,

Mattresses Fill 40 Big Cases. 


Tha equipment for the 
Unit in- 


cludes 200 cots, 200 mattresses, &50 
blankets, 100 folding bedside tables. 
50 folding chairs, 11 stretches and 30 
cases ot medical, surgical and hospital 
supplies and table and Idtchen equip- 
ment- The inventory of the equip- 
ment covers Borne 11 typed, pages. 


The 200 mattresses are packed la. 


40 wooden cases six feet long, four 
feet wide and four feet deep, five mat- 
tresses in a box. There Is a cover for 
every mattress. The boxes are lined 
with heavy paper sod the mattresses 
ire sprinkled with camphor dust. Thft 
covers are fastened with heavy pad- 
locks. A master key unlocks ail these 
padlocks, and, in fact, all the other 
containers in the unit. 


In 26 smaller cases are packed 650- 


blankets, 25 to a box. Twenty crates 
contain 200 folding cots, 100 folding 
bedside tables are packed in 10 crates, 
and" 50 folding chairs in five cratea. 
The miscellaneous supplies, so-called 
—and there are several. hundred of 
them— are contaiiW in 30 standard 
packing cases. A dozen stretchers 
are in three canvas bags. 


All these containers are painted, 


dark olive green and all numbered. 
Each Is marked with the emblem of 
the Red Cross and labelled: "Ameri- 
can Rod Cross Mobile Disaster Unit 
New England Division." Kach case of 
miscellaneous supplies has attached- 
to the Inside ot the cover a copper 
plate Into which will be slipped a 
card, under a celluloid cover, with a 
list of the contents of the case. 


Ward Room Equipment 


Besides the cots, mattresses, blan- 


kets, chairs and bedside tables, there 
is tho ward room equipment, which In- 
cludes such Items as 4S$ bathrobes, 
1014 pajamas, 500 pillow cases, 700 
linen sheets, 400 draw ahecta, 447 
pairs of slippers, assorted slzca, 111$ 
pairs of stockings and towela, naikhu 
and face ctotha.

When New System Is Working Prop- 


erly Pilots Will Be In Ocnstant 
Touch With. Ground by Means 


of Wireless. 


I-on.Jon.—Will the aerial mall s'erv- 


Ice. when its oririiiilzailnii has been 
Improved, still continue to be Inter- 
rupted by such adverse weather as 
during the.p :ist week prevented on 
several dn^-s the flying Of the mall 
machines between London and Paris? 
Askerl this question the other day by 
a representative of the London Times. 
Holt Thomas, whose'high speed bi- 
planes carry the Lomloii-l'uris mall, 
replied, with an emphatic "no." ' 


At present, he explained, we are 


flying dally over what Is, to a large 
eiieui. still an unorganized route; nnd 
It iw nn exaggeration at all to say that 
when all the organization which we 
arc busily preparing Is brought ac- 
tually Into play, as It will be bpforc 
we have to encounter another winter, 
such conditions as prevented Lieuten- 
ant Mcilullln from getting through 
to Paris on the flrst day of the fllr 
mail last Monday will have no ad- 
wsi." effect at all on the flying of a 
machine, either frinm tbe iwint of view 
of safely or of adhering to scheduled 
time. 


Wireless telegraphy 
will help us 


enormously and we have no* 
the 


sen-Ices of one of the most practical 
experts In this country, who Is con- 
centrating his attention exclusively on 
the question as to how directional 
wireless and the wireless telephone 
may be made to help us In regular 
dally flying and to overcome su,ch 
difficulties as at present cause delay. 


Information for Plane Pilot 


When we have this system working 


properly It will mean that during our 
hours of flying, say from 12 o'clock to 
4 p. m., every land operator will be 
listening for messages from the air 
nnd a pilot having set out say from 
Ilounslow, and wishing to know er- 
actly what the weather Is like In the 
channel, will simply take up his re- 
ceiver and call "Hello, Lympne." All 
the other stations on the airway will 
hear, but only Lympne will reply, and 
-in a moment the pilot will he given 


the Information lie requires. It will 
also be quite easy for one pilot to 
speak to another while two machines 
are In flight.' ' 


In each machine, also, we shall 


place a light telescopic mast. 
This 


will be jointed and 
will He In the 


fuselage without taking up any room. 
But should a pilot have to make a- 
compulsory descent lie will on alight- 
ing take out his mast. Joint It together 
and place the "aerial" of his wire- 
less telephone on the top of It. Then, 
when he. has raised this mast ami 
stuck the end of It In the ground- 
It will be about 30 feet high when 
fully extended—he will be able to call 
up the nearest aerodrome on his wire- 
less telephone and tell them jusl what 
Geld he la down In nnd "what his 
trouble Is. In such a case. If a man 


. cannot ascend again quickly, we shall 


send another machine to him from the 
nearest relief point, which will take 
on his malls.' We shall soon have a 
system, both on the 
English 
and 


French sections of the route, whereby 
p. pilot who has a forced landing can 
get into touch Immediately with, the 
nearest land agent of the service, who 
will take over his malls at once nnd 
send them on their way In a fast mo- 
torcycle. 


The point is now demonstrated verv 


clearly that with a skillful pilot and 
a fast machine the only sort of at- 
mospheric conditions which seriously 
Interrupts flying 'is such as we en- 
counter sometimes on a had November 
day, when an opaque rafst. beginning 
:ilmnst at ground level, may extend 
upward. In an unbroken mass, to an 
altitude of something like 10.000 feet. 


Hurtling Through the Fog. 


A pilot In an airplane, flying on 


through a thick mist. Is as unhappy 
as a pedestrian In a dense fog—only 
more so. 
.Vot only Is there the ques- 


tion of finding his way. but he Is 
faced also by the embarrassing fact 
that, through not being able 'to tarn 
his eye upon any horizon line, he can- 
not judge the altlrudetor Inclination 
of his machine In relation to the 
ground below, with the result that he 
may get Into a side slip, or spin and 
find suddenly that his machine has 
passed out of h|s control—a condition 
of affairs which may spell eitreme 
peril. 


Then we expect very soon to have 


Improved 
considerably the 
Instru- 


ments In a machine which tell Its 
pilot Its altitude and Inclination when 
he la deprived by fog or clood of a 
horizon line. 
Then, as yet another 


point, we are working on the question 
of lighting aertxlomes apd landing 
grounds so that a pilot can make 8 
safe contact with the ground even 
when the. air Is heavily obscured. 
This Is. of coarse, a point of capital 
importance. 
It 
Is not enough to 


gnlde a man accurately while he la 
flying In misty weather. 
You mnst 


be able to Insure him also a safe 
(lighting.

Brush and straw piles that will be 


In the way next spring should lie 
Imiileil away anil used lo stop, soil 
washing. 
Aside from using straw as 


beddlns for live stock or spreading It 
over fields, this is perhaps the best USP 
to make of It. 
Kveryonc has seen 


enormous pillles cut In n single season 
nnd years spent In trying to undo fhp 
mischief. The moral Is stop the wash- 
Ing while Ihe ditch is small. ' 


Small gullies IhiTt have Just started 


In .corn fields or wheat fields, or even 
In pastures or mendnws. may often 
be stopped with'a little straw. Even 
cattle paths In pastures often deepen' 
so that they heed such treatment. In 
other places It Is necessary to plan to 
sow sorghum to stop washing, but If 
the gullies arc more than a foot deep 
and two or three feet wide It Is ueu; 
ally better to use brush, according to 
the University of Missouri College of 
Agriculture. 


The brush dam gives better results 


If straw I.i mixed with the brush to 
help hold the dirt. Wherever the fall 
Is great enough to make the water oil 
seriously It Is likely to be necessary 
to stake down the brush nnd straw so 
that they will not he washed away. 


The less busy winter time should he 


used In active work to stop losses 
from soli washing and In planning, 
next season's fleld work so that the 
fields will be planted nnd cultivated 
across the slope or around the hill. 
Then the rows will not run straight 
down the slope nnd thereby furnish 
the steepest possible channel for the 
run-off from rains. Those who have 
such winter cover crops as rye to hold 
the soil In place are fortunate, but 
those who do not should not flatter 
themselves that no washing Is going 
on even In winter when there is less 
rainfall.

The question 


of proper handling of sweet potatoes 
Is one of several points touched on In 
a publication Just Issued by the bureau 
of plunt Industry of the United States 


. department of agriculture, Farmers' 


Bulletin No. 1059, entitled "Sweet Po- 
tato Diseases." 


One of the chief barriers to the 


extension of sweet potato growing In 
this country Is the Inability of farm- 
ers to keep sweet potatoes In storage 
so that they can he placed on the 
market In winter when prices are good. 
Conficiinenlly most of the crop grown 
Is consumed locally or sold tit digging 
time when prices nrc low. 
A few 


sweet potatoes go to northern mar- 
kets In winter, and even In the South 
they cannot be obtained with any.de- 
gree of certainty at 
that season. 


Specialists of the deportment of agri- 
culture believe that If storage methods 
and principles were better understood, 
far more Bwcet potatoes would be 
available for winter use. 


Must Fight Diseases. 


.However, the success of the Indus- 


try does not depend on careful han- 
dling nlonc. There are several serf-- 
ous 
Held diseases, as this bulletin 


points out, the best known of which 
are black rot, stem rot and foot rot 
The storage of sweet potatoes affect- 
ed with black rot must necessarily re- 
sult In .heavy loss, since flic disease 
spreads rapidly throughout the bins. 
Stem rot, on the other-hand, docs not 
produce any marked decay. In storage, 
but It may open the way for storage 
rot organisms to enter tbe potato. 


After sweet potatoes are dry and 


the surface moisture lias dried oft 
they should be carefully laid In con- 
tainers holding about a. bushel and 
hauled to a storage house. II the po- 
tatoes are to be stored In blns-'they 
should he poured carefully from Ihe 
containers Into the bins.

In a bin. The crale has an added ad-' 
vantage In that by Its 'use as many 
potatoes can. .be taken out for the 
market at any one time during the 
winter as are desired without disturb- 
ing Ihe remainder. 
Sweet potatoes 


will not stand frequent handling, and 
for that reason It Is unwise to disturb 
a pile or bin unless they are all mar- 
keted at the same. time. 


Dig Late for Storage. 


Potatoes Intended for storage should 


be dug as late In the fall as Is consist- 
ent with weather conditions. This U 
usually Just precedlngfro.it or after the 
first light frost. 
Frozen potatoes will 


not keep, and It is likely that a heavy 
frost will Injure them to some ex- 
tent 
It Is advisable after a heavy 


frost to cut the vines at once and dig. 
To wait too long may mean that In or- 
der to avoid freezes the potatoes must 
b« dug during bad weather. 
After 


the potatoes are dug they should be 
left exposed long enough to dry off 
the surface moisture. 
On a bright 


day this would require but an hour or 
two. 
On a very hot day, however, It 


would be desirable to hurry the pota- 
toes to the shade after their surfaces 
have been dried In the sun. 


Full details on storing sweet twin- 


toes are contained in Farmers' Bul- 
letin No. 870 of the United Stales de- 
partment of agriculture.

Eight"thousand troops were speed- 


ily assembled at Brest, double the 
number it hnil been originally in- 
tended to send, which Rochambeau 
represented to the .King would be 
insufficient. 
Munitions of nil kinds 


were also collected there .in great 
abundance, but there.\yns a lack of 
vessels.to transport them. There wns 
urgent need for a prompt departure, 
as an English squadron wns fitting 
out to stop the expedition, and the 
affairs of the colonists were in such 
a state as to admit of no delay, so it 
was decided to embnrk as many men 
as possible and to sail with the. first 
favorable wind. The second division 
was to follow later, but for various 
reasons it never left the shores of 
France. :No horses were taken even 
for 
tho officers, 
and Rochambeau 


wrote1 to the War Minister: "It is 
with tho greatest regret that I sepa- 
rate from two war horses that 1 can 
never replace, but I do not wish to re- 
proach myself that they are oc- 
cupying the room of twenty men who 
otherwise might 
have embarked." 


Everything was provided for the sub- 
sistence and comfort of the troops, 
and there was plenty of hard cash in 
the army chest, as Rochnmbeau hnd 
written that nothing but French coin 
must be taken to buy what they 
needed in America, for which they 
would doubtless have to pay "good 
prices." 
The officers of the second 


division were bitterly disappointed 
at being left behind, but there was 
no help for it. 
Rochambeau says: 


"These poor young men are very 
much interested ana they are in des- 
pair, but the Chevalier Tcrnay lit- 
erally does not know where he ^ 
put them." 


About 6,500 men sailed from Brest
